Division 7 of, the Water Code, relating to recycled water.

AB 803, as introduced, Hueso. Water Recycling Act of 2013.
(1)  Existing law requires the State Department of Public Health to

establish uniform statewide recycling criteria for each varying type of
use of recycled water where the use involves the protection of public
health. Existing regulations prescribe various requirements and
prohibitions relating to recycled water.

This bill, the Water Recycling Act of 2013, would codify some of
these regulations to, among other things, (1) define various terms for
the purpose of water recycling criteria, (2) require the use of certain
quality recycled water for specified uses with prescribed prohibitions,
and (3) modify prohibitions and requirements for dual-plumbed recycled
water systems.

(2)  Existing law, the California Safe Drinking Water Act, provides
for the operation of public water systems, and imposes on the department
various responsibilities and duties. Existing law authorizes the
department to enact regulations and the department has enacted
regulations relating to the protection of public water systems from
unapproved water, including recycled water.
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This bill would codify some of these regulations to, among other
things, (1) define various terms, (2) specify plumping requirements, (3)
prescribe certain protection to prevent backflow into the public water
supply, and (4) specify when a changeover device may be used.

(3)  Existing law requires any person who, without regard to intent
or negligence, causes or permits any sewage or other waste, or the
effluent of treated sewage or other waste to be discharged in or on any
waters of the state, or discharged in or on any waters of the state to
immediately notify the local health officer of the director of
environmental health of the discharge, as prescribed.

This bill would provide that this notification requirement does not
apply to an unauthorized discharge of effluent of treated sewage defined
as recycled water, as defined.

(4)  Existing law establishes the State Water Resources Control Board
and the California regional water quality control boards as the principal
state agencies with authority over matters relating to water quality.

This bill would authorize compliance with effluent limitations and
any other permit or waste discharge requirements for the release or
discharge of advanced treated purified water, as defined, into a
conveyance facility at the point where the advanced treated purified
water enters the conveyance facility but prior to commingling with any
raw water or other water source.

 line 21 116600. The following terms have the following meanings:
 line 22 (a)  “Air-gap separation” or “AG” means a physical separation
 line 23 between the free-flowing discharge end of a water supply pipeline
 line 24 and an open or nonpressurized vessel. A plumbing gap separation
 line 25 is not an air-gap separation.
 line 26 (b)  “Approved water supply” means a water supply whose
 line 27 potability is regulated by a state or local health agency.
 line 28 (c)  “Auxiliary water supply” means any water supply other than
 line 29 that received from a public water system including recycled water
 line 30 as defined in Section 13050 of the Water Code.
 line 31 (d)  “Changeover device” means a fitting or assembly that is
 line 32 used to change a supply of water from one source to another such
 line 33 that nonpotable and potable supplies cannot be connected at the
 line 34 same time.
 line 35 (e)  “Cross connection” means a physical connection between
 line 36 a potable water system used to supply water for drinking purposes
 line 37 and any source or system containing unapproved water or a
 line 38 substance that is not or cannot be approved as safe, wholesome,
 line 39 and potable. A plumbing gap separation is not a cross connection
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 line 1 if it complies with the conditions of use described in Section

 line 3 (f)  “Double check valve assembly” or “DC” means an assembly
 line 4 of at least two independently acting check valves including tightly
 line 5 closing shut-off valves on each side of the check valve assembly
 line 6 and test cocks available for testing the watertightness of each check
 line 7 valve.
 line 8 (g)  “Health agency” means the State Department of Public
 line 9 Health or the local health officer with respect to a small water

 line 10 system.
 line 11 (h)  “Plumbing gap separation” is a physical separation of a
 line 12 water conveyance system such as a pipe. An example of a plumbing
 line 13 gap separation is removal of a spool or length of pipe. An air-gap
 line 14 separation is not a plumping gap separation.
 line 15 (i)  “Recycled water” is a wastewater which as a result of
 line 16 treatment is suitable for beneficial uses.
 line 17 (j)  “Reduced pressure principle backflow prevention device”
 line 18 or “RP” means a backflow preventer incorporating not less than
 line 19 two check valves, an automatically operated differential relief
 line 20 valve located between the two check valves, a tightly closing
 line 21 shut-off valve on each side of the check valve assembly, and
 line 22 equipped with necessary test cocks for testing.
 line 23 (k)  “User connection” means the point of connection of a user’s
 line 24 piping to the water supplier’s facilities.
 line 25 (l)  “User supervisor” means the person responsible for the
 line 26 avoidance of cross connections during the installation, operation,
 line 27 and maintenance of the water user’s pipelines and equipment.
 line 28 (m)  “Water supplier”means the person who owns or operates
 line 29 or owns and operates the public water system.
 line 30 (n)  “Water user” means the person who owns or operates the
 line 31 public water system.
 line 32 116601. (a)  An approved air gap shall be at least double
 line 33 diameter of the supply pipe measured vertically above the overflow
 line 34 rim of the vessel but at no time less than one inch. An approved
 line 35 plumbing gap is a minimum of 12 inches and is installed and
 line 36 maintained in compliance with Section 116603.
 line 37 (b)  A reduced pressure principle backflow assembly is required
 line 38 on a changeover device to protect the alternative supply of water.
 line 39 116602. The type of protection that shall be provided to prevent
 line 40 backflow into the public water supply shall be commensurate with
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 line 1 the degree of hazard that exists on the consumer’s premises. The
 line 2 type of protective device that may be required (listed in an
 line 3 increasing level of protection) includes: Double Check Valve
 line 4 Assembly-(DC), Reduced Pressure Principle Backflow Prevention
 line 5 Device-(RP), and an Air-gap Separation-(AG). The water user
 line 6 may choose a higher level of protection than required by the water
 line 7 supplier. The minimum types of backflow protection required to
 line 8 protect the public water supply, at the water user’s connection to
 line 9 premises with various degrees of hazard are given in Table 1.

 line 10 Situations which are not covered in Table 1 shall be evaluated on
 line 11 a case-by-case basis and the appropriate backflow protection shall
 line 12 be determined by the water supplier or health agency.

 line 20 (a)  Sewage and Hazardous Substances
 line 21 AG(1)  Premises where there are waste water pumping and/or
 line 22 treatment plants and there is no interconnection with the
 line 23 potable water system. This does not include a single-family
 line 24 residence that has a sewage lift pump. A RP may be provided
 line 25 in lieu of an AG if approved by the health agency and water
 line 26 supplier.
 line 27 AG(2)  Premises where hazardous substances are handled in any
 line 28 manner in which the substances may enter the potable water
 line 29 system.

 line 27 water system and where either elevated storage tanks or fire
 line 28 pumps which take suction from private reservoirs or tanks are
 line 29 used.

 line 24 (1)  Any irrigation runoff shall be confined to the recycled water
 line 25 use area, unless the runoff does not pose a public health threat and
 line 26 is authorized by the regulatory agency.
 line 27 (2)  Spray, mist, or runoff shall not enter dwellings or food
 line 28 handling facilities.
 line 29 (3)  Drinking water fountains shall be protected against contact
 line 30 with recycled water spray, mist, or runoff.
 line 31 (f)  No spray irrigation of any recycled water, other than
 line 32 disinfected tertiary recycled water, shall take place within 100 feet
 line 33 of a residence or a place where public exposure could be similar
 line 34 to that of a park, playground, or schoolyard.
 line 35 (g)  All use areas where recycled water is used that are accessible
 line 36 to the public shall be posted with signs that are visible to the public,
 line 37 in a size no less than four inches high by eight inches wide, that
 line 38 include the following wording: “RECYCLED WATER - DO NOT
 line 39 DRINK.” Each sign shall display an international symbol similar
 line 40 to that shown in figure 60310-A. The State Department of Public
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 line 1 Health may accept alternative signage and wording, or an
 line 2 educational program, provided the applicant demonstrates to the
 line 3 State Department of Public Health that the alternative approach
 line 4 will assure an equivalent degree of public notification.
 line 5 (h)  Except as allowed under Section 116602 of the Health and
 line 6 Safety Code, no physical connection shall be made or allowed to
 line 7 exist between any recycled water system and any separate system
 line 8 conveying potable water.

 line 11 hose bibbs except where adequate signage and notification are in
 line 12 place and regularly inspected to insure the general public has proper
 line 13 notice.
